, Springfield, II.. A 24.—Representative 
M. D. Hull's bill for incorporation of 
wage loan corporations to engage in the busi- 
ness of loaning money on wage assignments 
was passed today by the house after a fight.

streets of Paris one may observe a 
gang of workmen in their blue blouses 
about to begin the work of tearing down 
an old building to make way for a new 
one. But before the first scaffolding id 


| erected or the first stone removed they 


are required to build about the base of 
every tree which stands in the parkways 
a solid wall of cement at least two feet 
in height to protect it from injury, and 
this is in addition to the metal or wooden 
guard which entirely surrounds the trunk, 

Chicago has an ordinance, which pro- 
vides under penalty—but without speci- 
fying the character of the protection— 
that all trees shall be effectually sate- 
guarded before building operations begin. 
It would be interesting to know just how 
generally that ordinance is enforced, 
In the French capital the precautions |. 
taken against any injury to growing trees 
are altogether ingenious. The ten bean- 
tiful’ avenues which radiate from the 
great Arch of Triumph are planted: with 
horse chestnut trees: “And one of the 
most wonderful and beautiful sights in al. 
Paris is that of all these trees, when, in 
the early spring, they break suddenly into 
long billowy lines’ of white „men like 
the rays of a star. 

But the horsé entent trees of Paris 
bear no puts. They were thought to be 
far too great.a temptation to small boys 
who might injure and break the branches 
im their 6fforts to knock down the nuts.

In Paris, with the whole system of shade 
and ornamental trees in almost perfect con- 
dition, it is still necessary to replant about 
2,000 each year; in Washington nearly 3,000 
ate replaced annually. In Chicago the city 
forester, handicapped by lack of men and 
money, has been able to set out only 400 


trees during the last year; he has coépe>-

Paris has a sandy and unfertile soil; its 
streets are underlaid with gas mains and 
sewers; the earth is shaken by underground 
transportation and there ig the dust from 
the pavement to be reckoned with. To make 
the parallel exact Paris lacks only the soot 


and smoke which today fill the air of Chi- | 


cago. 

Now that the railroads are getting ready 
to electrify their tracks within the city that 
last and greatest of difficulties will be pres- 
ently overcome, Not until then will it be 
possible to make much progress, for, how- 
ever much smoke and soot may benefit people 
| who are suffering from pulmonary diseases, 

they certainly are death on trees.

In it Mr. Bryan made 8 for the first 
time the fact that the question of how the 
teetotaler customs of his home would be 
received in official society wae discussed by 
President Wilson before he accepted the 
portfolio of state. 


No Intention to Magnify Incident. | 
“We. did not intend to magnify, by men- 
tioning it, the importance of the nonuse of 
wine at the dinner given to Ambassador 
Bryce Monday night, but as the papers have 
made some inaceurate references to the 
matter the facts might as well be known,” 

says the statement. 

This was the first dinner which we have 
given to members of the diplomatic corps 
and therefore the first time when we came 
into conflict with the social custom of serv- 
ing wine at dinner. I thought it proper 
to explain to them the reason for our failure 
to conform to what seems to have been 
customary in th matter. 


Explained Position to Guests, 

“ Believing that the issue should be met 
frankly in the beginning, I told them when we 
sat down to the table that Mrs.. Bryan and 1 
had been teetotalers from our youth, as were 
our parents befone us, and had never served 
liquor at our table; that when the president 
was kind enough to tender me the portfolio 
of state I asked him whether our failure to 
serve wine would be any embarrassment to 
the administration, and that he generously 
left the matter to our discretion. . 

“I suggested that I thought it unfair to as- 


sume that those coming to us from abroad 


would judge us harshly or be unwilling to 
tolerate the maintenance of a traditional cus- 


tom, and expressed the hope that our friend- 


ship would be made so apparent to them 
and our hospitality so ‘cordial that they 
would overlook this weakness in us, if they 
regarded it as a weakness.

Weed of Better Mategement. 

The committee says the road was com- 
pelled to issue bonds to provide money with 
which to purchase other equipment to take 
the place of the old and adds that its natural 
depreciation should be taken care of from 
year to year out of the earnings. 

With the road managed as it was, it is 
stated, it was not able to do so, but the com- 
mittee believes, presuming on its economical 
and efficient management, the Pére Mar- 
quette should be permitted to earn enough 
profit each year to offset the natural depre- 
ciation.

A dectease in average anne rates.

Added burdens laid upon the road by the 
state in compelling it to adopt safety appli- 
ances and to operate in large measure under 
the control ot the state.
